I have not in the Main, for I have (with all poſſible 
care) kept ſo cloſs to matter of Fact, as (in my Col- 
lections) I have omitted nothing needfal for the 
Readers Information, in all notable Emergents, 
whereof, ifany doubr, I appeal to the Original. 

"Tis true, there are in the Hiſtory, ſome Prolix De- 
clarations, and Intricate Debares and Altercations, at 
the Treaties at Vimeg nen and Reſwict, with ſeveral 
other Excurſions from the cheif deſign of the Hiſtory, 
which I have deliberatly omitted; for tho I knew, 
the peruſal of them might be agreeable enough to the 
Curious and leaſurely Reader; yet the gratifying of 
ſuch, was not my cheif Aim, but to give the Serious 
and Judicious aComprehenſive view of allOccurrences, 
worthy of Obſervation,or of a Room in Memory; too 
large a ſhare whereof, ſuch © Circumſtances would 
have Uſurped, had they been admitted. 

Yeteven in theſe, I have not left the Reader altogether 
in the Dark, for tho I have Contracted tliem, I have not 
Totally exploded them, but have given Him the Con- 
tents, and ſuch a Curſorie view of many of them, as 
may lead Him, to a Competent Apprehenſion of the 
whole.
